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Sinclair’s “Epic” Plan

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—(UP)— 
Raymond Moley, powerful in the 
Roosevelt brain trust and editor of 
“Today,” scathingly attacked Upton 
Sinclair, democratic nominee for the 
governorship of California, in an 
editorial published in his magazine 
today.

DR.T.GRENSHAW SR. 
DIES AT RESIDENGE 


Dean of Southern Den- 
tists Passes After Being 
Stricken in Office. 


Dr. Thomas Crenshaw Sr., 76, the 
oldest practicing dentist in the state 


of Georgia, died at his: home at 8 
Fifteenth street, N. E., Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Dr. Crenshaw had been in failing 
health for some time, but had con-| 
tinued his practice. Shortly: after 10 
o'clock Wednesday morning he became 
ill at his office and died later in the 
day at his home. 

He was one of the most widely 
known dentists in the south and was 
beloved in professional circles as the 
dean of southern dentists. In 1894 
he, with his brother, the late Dr. Wil- 
liam Crenshaw, founded the Atlanta 
Dental College which was merged with 
the Southern Dental College here in 
1917 and became the Atlanta-Southern 
Dental College, one of the most wide- 
ly known sghools for dentistry in 
America. 

Dr. Crenshaw was born in Athens, 
Ala., and graduated from Vanderbilt 
University. Shortly after graduation 
he began the practice of dentistry in 
Atlanta, in the year 1582. He prac- 
ticed actively each day at the office 
he maintained with his son, Dr. 
Thomas Crenshaw Jr., in the Grant 
building until he was stricken Wed- 
nesday. 

He was a member of the American 
Dental Association, Georgia Dental 
Association, and the Fifth District

While attorneys for Mrs. Vander- 
bilt used the brief respite to work 
on their answer to the sweeping 
charges against her, a twin sister, 
the former Thelma Morgan, divorced 
wife of Lord Furness, disclosed at 
Paris that she and her brother would 
board a fast liner on October 6 to 
come to their sister’s assistance. 

The former Lady Furness also de- 
nied there wag anything improper in 
the visits of Prince Hohenlohe to the 
Vanderbilt villa, at Biarritz, which 
were the basis of accusations in tes- 
timony at the custody hearing. . 

She termed as “outrageous” the 
testimony against her sister and in- 
sisted there was nv truth in it. 

Constance Bennett, returning from 
Europe, also declared the testimony 
against Mrs. Vanderbilt was ‘“dis- 
graceful,” and ‘said that “if all moth- 
ers were as good as she it would be 
a good thing for America.” 

The actress, who was accompanied 
by her husband, the Marquis de la 
Falaise, exclaimed “that’s libel” 
when informed her name had been 
linked with that of an Argentine dur- 
ing the hearing. 

With reference to little Gloria’s 
nurse, who testified against Mrs. Van- 
derbilt, the actress said she hoped all 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s friends would “ral- 
ly to show that nurse up as the liar 
she is.”’ 

The adjournment until Friday was 
announced by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice John F. Carew at the outset 
of today’s session, 

Justice Carew ha‘ cleared "the 
courtroom of spectators and newspa- 
permen yesterday after a French 
maid told of an incident at Cannes 
involving Mrs. Vanderbilt and Lady 
Milford Haven.

Not only is such care 
necessary, but I believe the use of 
drops by the eye physician, in order 
to determine what the eye can do 
without unconscious straining. is in 
itself of great value. because it gives

News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. 


PINS WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Those who used to he the fat 

boys of finance have been looking emaciated lately. It 
is probably the diet they have been on in the market. But they 
are not yet so weak that they cannot make themselves heard if you 
stick a pin into them in the right spot. 

It is quite significant that nary a peep was emitted by them the 
other day when the New Deal jabbed a hat pin into what seemed 
to be a vital quarter. The securities commission ruled out ten 
securities. Trading in them was forbidden. -It was the first puni- 
tive step taken by the new commission. The market yawned and 
went off another quarter. . 

If you dig behind this initial example of New Deal regulating, 
you will find some answers which are illuminating and educational. 


CHOICE The pin was stuck into only one security listed on the 

, big New York Stock Exchange. That was the security 
previously selected by the New York lawyers to make a test case 
against the securities act. It is the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
bond issue. 

New York bankers took the whole issue of $8,000,000 of those 
bonds. They purposely did not let it get into interstate commerce, 
where it could be subject to federal regulation. Later they got it 
listed on the stock exchange and sales were made to any Tom, Dick 
or Harriet anywhere in the country. When the stock exchange 
asked for temporary listing of all its securities, the New Dealers 
here accepted the challenge and ruled out the B.-M. T. bond 
issue only. Every other stock and bond on the exchange was 
permitted to be listed for the time being. 

The secret behind that maneuver is that the commission here 
decided that the New York lawyers are not as smart as their fees 
have always indicated. 

Indeed, just to prove that the B.-M. T. issue was really in in- 
terstate commerce, it is reported that some of the commissioners 
are going out to buy.some B.-M. T. bonds from Washington 
brokers. (They have actually traced every one sold.) 

At any rate, both the New Yorkers and the New Dealers are 
quite happy about the commission action, which, undoubtedly, ulti- 
mately will go to the supreme court for decision. 


REVERSE REGULATION -The other nine barred securities 

are small fry, but the interesting 
thing about their disbarment is that the only people who will suffer 
are the stockholders. These stockholders are not (generally 
speaking) Wall Streeters, but the public purchasers of stock whom 
the government set out to protect. , 

It is conceded that the commission action will hurt the value 
of the Stocks. They cannot be used as collateral for loans. You 
can buy or sell them over the counter, but there can be no of- 
ficial market for them. 

That sounds like a mistake, but the commission took it into 
consideration. It decided that future purchasers should be pro- 
tected, rather than existing holders. 

The truth is the stocks are not widely held. Three are listed 
on the curb, two on the New York produce exchange, three on the 
New Orleans exchange and-one in Cleveland. Three were dis-. 
barrd simply because they did not apply for listing; four were re- 
garded as unlisted securities anyway; and only two were thrown 
out because of charges of manipulation. 

TRUCE What is behind President Roosevelt’s proposal for a 

labor truce is the dire unannounced fact that a million 
hr mang are now tied up in labor negotiations which could léad to 
strikes. 

The government set-up for handling such extensive and com- 
plicated disputes is nowhere near ready. If the president can get 
a three to six months’ truce, his NRA reorganization may be hur- 
ried sufficiently to work out the current disputes without the hard- 
ship of strikes. 

The current potential strike problem now involves 400,000 
workers in.steel, 350,000 in automobiles, 40,000 seamen, 80,000 
in rubber and 200,000 in the garment trades—1,070,000 in all. 


EXPERIENCE The sad truth is Jabor truces are like world 
peace and disarmament. Everyone is always for 
the idea until it comes time to talk about details. 

, Woodrow Wilson tried to get a labor truce in September, 1919. 
He called both labor and industry to the White House for that pur- 
pose. Labor walked out after the employers refused a collective 
bargaining proposal, similar to section 7A. Then Mr. Wilson named 
a commission which recommended labor boards for each industry 
(such as Mr. Roosevelt now is working on). The report also rec- 
ommended prohibition of strikes in vital industries. 

That report is gathering dust in some remote government archive 
today. It never was acted of, and few people can be found who 
even remember it. 

Another effort was ‘made by Mr. Hoover in 1929. He asked 
cessation of strikes and wage cuts and got what was Supposed to 
be an agreement. Speaking to the A. F. of L, a year later, he in- 
advertently confessed what a flop the agreement was by pointing 
out there had been 300 strikes in the past year. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been able to do several things his prede- 
cessors never were able to do. He may put over the truce idea, but 
frankly, most insiders are not bursting with hope, despite all the 
rosy general promises now being made,

Would You Be Unfair and Deceitful 


in Training a Valuable Dog? 
By Robert Quillen . 


The test of parental wisdom comes when the children are too old 
to spank. 

While the child is small, it may be controlled by threat and force. 
But obedience obtained by threat is unwilling and resentful, and it ends 
when the threat is no longer feared. 

The training of children, horses or men requires discipline, and dis- 
cipline requires threat of punishment; but unless the child’s obedience is 
prompted by respect, comradeship and affection, parental control will 
end when the fear of punishment ends. 

Training a child to obey is a simple matter, requiring no more than 
patience, honesty and good sense. 

When anxious*parents attempt some 
and report it a failure, the fault usually is not in the method, but. in 
the parents themselves. They began five or ten years too late. 

The time to begin the shaping of character is long before the child 
can walk. 

The most common error of parents is the assumption that a child 
has no intelligence. When they say it is remarkably bright, they mean 
it is surprisingly intelligent for a child. They treat it much as they

The normal child is mentally honest—as few adults are. 
and logical. It doesn’t fool itself. 

In the beginning it thinks its parents all-wise, faultless and incapable 
of error. And when it discovers they are dishonest, unfair, deceitful, 
unreasonable, petty and unreliable, it gives up trying to understand 
them or their standards and concludes that adult lives and ways are 
illogical mystegjes. 

To develop a child’s mind and character and win its respect and 
loyalty, treat it as you would an intelligent adult. Don’t lie to it. Don’t 
break your promises. Don’t deceive or trick it. Don’t be unfair or 
unreasonable. Don’t be a petty tyrant merely because you have the 
physical strength to get away with it. 

The average parent would have nobody’s respect or confidence if he 
treated adults as he does his child. 

And the poor kid, knowing his parent is perfect and yet unfair and 
untruthful, can only surrender to puzzlement and quit trying to use his 


mind in such a contradictory world.

from Arkansas are 
causing commotion in the sophisticated 
city of Detroit at this writing. They 
are the Messrs. Dizzy and Daffy Dean, 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, and School- 
boy Rowe, of the Detroit Tigers. 

e Cardinals are in town to play 
the Tigers in the first World Series 
baseball show which has been present- 
ed in Detroit since Henry Ford was a 
tinker. The Brothers Dean won 49 
ball. games for the Cardinals, slightly 
more than half of all the games the 
Cardinals did win to take the cham- 
pionship of the league from the Giants. 
They are big, primitive, slmple na- 
tives of a state which was once de- 
scribed in the United States senate 
as “backward.” ‘They have long arms, 
hickory wrists and hands big enough 
to palm a wagon wheel. Schoolboy 
Rowe is physically and temperamental- 
ly of the same type as the Dean boys, 
though slightly less. backwoods social- 
ly. He won the American league 
pennant for the Tigers. . 

Mr. Rowe does not understand why 
he should be called Schoolboy, con- 
sidering that many other parties have 
gone to school more than he did. 

The Dean brothers were born in one 
of three towns in Arkansas, They 
think the town was Holdenville.

trouble, the brothers 
Made Up. continued to sling 

the baseball past the 
hitters with innocent enthusiasm and 
finally overcame the Giants who were 
seven games ahead of the Cardinals 
a month ago. This pitching job of 
theirs this year is unlike anything in 
the minute records of the industry. It 
amazed every one but the Dean broth- 
ers who said they would have done 
even better if they had not had that 
trouble with the boss. It included 12 
victories over the Giants in 13 con- 
tests. On the basis of this record 
against the Giants, the baseball ex- 
perts do not believe the Tigers can do 
much better than go through the mo- 
tions of subsiding in honorable defeat. 
They are confronted with the job of 
winning four games out of seven from 
the Deans. 

Possibly, as an act of generosity 
and appreciation, Mr. Breadon will re- 
fund their. fines to the brothers or 
even agree to pay them next year as 
much as one-third of what they might 
command by way of salary if they 
were free to negotiate in the open 
market. This is merely speculation, 
however. Mr. Breadon is not senti- 
mental, and employees are easily 
spoiled. 

The season’s work of the three hill- 
billies from Arkansas has been em- 
barrassing to the expert theories. The 
Arkansas boys never had any coaching 
or training and they grew to their 
present size and power on the common 
diet of the Arkansas side-hill farmer.

If we could eliminate politics and 
place the industry on a more certain 
basis with a definite program and 
policy spread out over a period of 10 
years, we would develop flying far be- 
yond our present imagination.”

WASHINGTON, Oct? 3.—(?)— 

General Douglas MacArthur, army 
chief of staff, outlined the new gen- 
eral headquarters air force today 4s 
a sky-fighting fleet of at least 1,000 
bombing, pursuit and attack planes 
in five “wings,” based on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and in the middle 
west. 
MacArthur, who will direct the new 
air armada, emphasized that with 
bombardment and pursuit wings on 
each coast, and an attack wing in 
the midwest, the greatest possible mo- 
bility would be given to the nation’s 
aerial defense. 

In other army quarters it was in- 
dicated the Atlantic wing would be 
concentrated at Langley Field, Vir- 
ginia, and the Pacific wings at March 
and Rockwell fields, California. 

The attack wing, under this plan, 
would be based at Fort Crockett, 
Galveston, Texas, or Selfridge field, 
Michigan. ; 

There was authoritative indication, 
also, that Colonel Charles H. Dan- 
forth, now at Langley Field, Virginia, 
has been tentatively selected by the 
general staff to command/the armada. 
General MacArthur declined to com- 
ment on this report.

IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD Cal, Oct. 3.—Hol- 


lywood being the most moral little 
village in the country, with the pos- 
sible exception of Weehawken, it was 
a foregone conclusion that bundling 
would catch on here immediately. 

Bundling first reared its pretty 
head in our land among our Pilgrim 
forefathers. It was revived as a cu- 
riosity on the New York stage in 
“Pursuit of Happiness” last season.

Since then bundling has been going 
on at a great rate.

It is a pretty game, with an appeal 
all its own. No practice is required. 
Very little instruction is needed. Like 
all great things, it is simplicity itself. 
Necking, I am told (I only know what 
I see in the trailers) requires skill, 
aptitude, a definite technique and a 
rather complete knowledge of the early 
works of F, Scott Fitzgerald. 

Bundling, on the other hand, only 
requires a bundler and a _ bundleree. 
No special equipment is necessary, or 
even desirable. In the old days, they 
had a bed with a center board that 
came down between the contracting 
parties. This was probably the origin 
of the expression, “My wife having 
left my bed and board,” etc. 


Bundling is changing everything out 

ere, even the parties. True, there 
are still old-fashioned die-hards like 
John Monk Saunders and Herbert 
Marshall, who would rather fight than 
bundle, but they realize now they are 
acting a bit quaint. In the smarter 
spots we bundle and think nothing of 
it. In fact, the less we think of it, 
the more we bundle. It’s nothing to 
hear somebody say, “Last night I was 
bundling with Mickey Mouse or Joe 
Penner’s duck.” In fact, you have 
to be pretty smart indeed to get in- 
vited to the same party as Joe Pen- 
ner’s duck. In fact (that’s the third 
time) Joe Penner himself can’t 
make it. 


Well, bundling is going on all over 
Hollywood. There are several com- 
binations which we haven’t seen yet 
and which would please us no end. 
For instance, I would like to see Mae 
West bundling with Joe Breen or 
Wallace Beery with Greta Garbo, Or, 
to open up the screen a bit, the mo- 
tion picture producers with the Screen 
Writers’ Guild. They could even use 
the center boards, provided they didn’t 
use them for weapons. 

We, of course, are much simpler 
than our forefathers when it comes 
to bundling. We have eliminated the

President Roosevelt made known at 
his regular press conference that 
Joseph B. Eastman, federal co-ordin 
tor of transportation, shortly worl 
deliver four important reports on 
transportation problems. 

FKastman's legislative program was 
described by the president as not yet 
completed, but in other quarters it was 
reported to be so far advanced that a 
tentative program has been drawn and 
placed in the hands of various gov- 
ernment officials for their study. 

The president said Eastman report- 
ed to the executive council 
following studies are nearing comple- 
tion: : 

The extent transportation agencies 
are subsidized by the government, di- 
rectly or indirectly: 

Wages and working conditions of 
employes of agencies other than rail- 
roads; 

Pooling of freight cars, with prob- 
able recommendations that all box cars 
he placefl on a pool bases; 

Railroad passenger traffic. 

Eastman already had placed before 
the president and congress two im- 
portant reports, both answering spe- 
cifie questions by congress. In the 
first, dealing with consolidation of 
railroads, Eastman expressed the be- 
lief that eventually federal ownership 
will be necessary, but that the country 
at this time is not prepared to assume 
the burden of this 26 billion dollar 
investment. 

With this report he submitted for 
consideration two possible bills. One 
would eall for a national corporation 
to handle the entire railroad system. 
The other would force consolidation 
into regional groups. 

The second report recommended leg- 
fslation to control interstate bus and 
truck traffic but left out; of the pic- 
ture for the present regulation of oil 
pipe lines and water transportation.

Tf the linotype operator noticed a 
smudge over the title of today’s ar- 
ticle, it is due entirely to the fact 
that I was meaning to write about 
skunks immediately after looking at 
some new skinks and misspelled the 
title. I must congratulate the Consti- 
tution on its linotype men anyway. 
Errors in technical terminology have 
been few and far between, a much 
better average than I had hoped for 
when I started this series. 


Georgia skunks, to make a quick 
change of subject, are of twv sorts; 
we have the striped skunk as well 
as the spotted skunk. This last va- 
riety is known locally as the ‘“‘civet 


cat” although it has but a remote re- | 


lationship to the true civets. 

Aside form the black and white 
pelage, which is highly distinctive, 
and the odor, which is likewise most 


distinctive at close range, little need | 


be said about the skunk, There is a 
side of skunk nature that we should 
consider, however, and that is his 
relationship to ground nesting birds. 

Hav@ you ever watched a skunk 
hunting? He comes into an area and 
stops short; he begins to go over 
the ground inch by inch with his 
nose, sniffing here and snuffing there ; 
he covers as much as a hundred square 
feet in this fashion. Then, with noth- 
ing to break the evident success of 
his hunt, up comes the head and off 
he stalks to another place, some- 
times half a mile distant, where 
the same process is repeated. This he 
does until his belly is full, when he 
goes back to the den for sleep. 

Covering any area thus closely, the 
skunk is bound to come upon an oc- 
casional quail nest. Can you blame 
him for making a meal occasionally? 
I can’t. Yet, for the one nest that 
is destroyed by skunks, there are 
500 that are broken up by stray dogs 
and homeless, diseased cats. 

Quit considering the skunk as a 
predator, As such he is not of enough 
significance to make any impression, 
Think of him as a tur-bearing ani- 
mal whose coat is striking and beau- 
tiful. Think of him in terms of the 
value of that coat.

PROCEDURE OVER THE RE- 
DOUBLE. 

Practically all players when they 
sit down at the bridge table agree 
as to what system they intend to 
play. But 1 will wager that there is 
less. discussion over the procedure to 
be followed by the partnership over 
doubles and redoubles than any other 
points in bridge. It is hardly neces- 
sary to state that no elements of 
partnership bidding is as important 
as to know what procedure you ami 
your partner are supposed to follow 
after doubles and redoubles. To be 
at sea as to what system your part- 
ner is following in opening bids is 
bad enough. But many times the sub- 
sequent bidding can enlighten you. 
But to be ignorant of his actions 
after an adverse double or redouble

Now if I hold caren I pass. This 
pass tells him that have strength 
and by this fact either the opening 
bidder is putting in a psychic or that 
the redouble is psychic. It tells him 
this in the early stages of the bid- 
ding and allows him to direct the fu- 
ture of the hand.

This column has discussed the pro- | 
cedure of your partner following an | 
opening bid by vou and an informa- | 
tory double by the opponent on your 
left.

DIZZY'S HURLING 
| MAKES HISTORY 


IN NINE DAYS 


Old-timers’ Performances 
Overshadowed by Dean’s 
Great Work.

NAVIN FIELD, DETROIT, Oct. 3. 
(UP)—And on the ninth day, Dizzy 
Dean, whose skill and stamina have 
never been matched ‘in modern base- 
ball, pitched the St. Louis Cardinals to 
an 8-3 victory over the Detroit Tigers 
in the opening game of the 1934 World 
Series before 42,505 persons, largest 
throng ever to see a baseball game jn 
this city. 

With three victories in the last six 
days of the season, Dean hurled the 
Cardinals to the National league pen- 
nant in a dramatic last-minute drive. 

Then, with a two-day interval, one 
of which was a sleeper jump from St. 
Louis, the 23-year-old southwesterner 
who is only five years out of the cot- 
ton belt, stepped out on the pitching 
mound today and sent the Cardinals 
cannon-balling toward the world base- 
ball championship. 

NEVER BEFORE. 

Four victories in nine days—with 
the pennant hanging in the balance on 
three of them, and the world cham- 
pionship on the other—Dean accomp- 
lished a feat never before performed 
since Abner Doubleday invented the 
game. And in between times there 
have been some’ great  pitchers— 
Christy Matthewson, Cy Young, Chief 
Bender, Walter Johnson, Hoss Rad- 
bourne, to mention a few. 

But Dizzy out-did them all. Not 
only that but he boasted he'd do it in 
advance. And two months ago it 
cost him almost $1,000 because he 
failed to show up for an off-day ex- 
hibition game in Detroit.

Jitters, strange 
malady that seizes athletes in tight 
spots, clutched the Detroit infield in 
the early innings, and five errors— 
within one of the World Series rec- 
ord of six made by the White Sox in 
1906, equalled by them again in 1917 
and by the Pirates in 1909—gave the 
Cardinals their chance to get out in 
front. 

Alvin Crowder, 33-year-old veteran, 
who was knocked out of the box twice 
last fall by the New York Giants, 
started for the Tigers, and feeble ~~ 
port led to his third straight World 
Series downfall. He was taken out for 
a pinch-hitter in the fifth after the 
Cards had a commanding lead of 
4 to 1. The Cards then lashed Firpo 
Marberry and Elon Hogsett, a south- 
paw, for four more runs in the sixth 
inning. 

Striding right behind Dizzy Dean— 
who claims three birthplaces, Lucas, 
Ark., Mansville, Ark., and Holden- 
ville, Okla.—into the hall of fame 
was Jim (Ducky Wucky) Medwick, 
of Cartaret, N. J., another 23-year- 
old playing in his first World Series. 
He lashed out four straight hits, before 
the Tigers were able to get him out, 
tying the World Series record for 
one game made by Frank Isbell, Chi- 
cago White Sox, in 1906, and equalled 
by Frank Snyder, New York Giants, 
in 1921, and Freddy Lindstrom, New 
York Giants, in 1924.

Then 
Hank Greenberg, the slugger, came 
up. Dizzy’s entire attitude changed 
—so they were throwing a counter 
charge at the great Dean! A home 
run would tie the score. This was 
almost lese majesty—an affront to 
genius. The MHoldenville horror—as 
he is now k@own to Tiger fans—de- 
cided to bear down. Face to face with 
the Tiger slugger in a_ pinch, he 
struck him out-—and he made him 
hit at a half-wild pitch for the third 
strike, that Dapper Delancey, the 
crack Cardinal catcher, had to reach 
for. That was Dean under pressure 
—the dominant factor on this World 
Series field—just as cool, in his first 
World Series game, as any veteran 
that ever played. 


— | 


Relief Pitcher Routed. 


They took out General Crowder 
in the fifth inning for a pinch-hitter 
when he had pitched arm and arm, 
head and head, heart and heart with 
Dean. They stuck in Firpo Marberry 
for relief, and they left him full of 
poisoned arrows in one round—five 
hits and four runs—one of those bang- 
bang-bang-biff-blooie innings where 
every Cardinal took a toehold and let 
nature take its course, 

Dean was then leading, 8 to 1. So 
he used his smartness to loaf the rest 
of the way and save his famous right 
elbow for another day and another 
game. 

From that point, the Dizy one was 
dreaming of the hour, he was coast- 
ing down hill. He was too smart to 
throw his arm off when all he needed 
was a glove and a ball. 
of this first game was Dean and Med- 
wick—two of the opening stars. The 
tragedy was Alvin Crowder, who 
pitched on even terms with the dev- 
astating Dean despite support’ that 
had more holes than a ton of Swiss 
cheese. 

It was the veteran Crowded who 
had to face the debacle of a great in- 
field in complete rout—jittery and 
jumpy, leaking at every pore—and 
yet this stands as one of the star in- 
fields of baseball for the somewhat 
spooky year of 1934. 


Strongest Link Cracks. 


The Tiger cracked at his strongest 
point. It was the main  link—the 
strongest link—in the sfeel chain that 
eracked and snapped and did all the 
damage. Crowder was equipped with 
the stuff to give even Dizzy Dean a 
battle to the final out, until his 
mates went into a dervish dance of 
rocking feet and _ butter-fingered 
hands. 

Greenberg’s single, an error, and 
Goose Goslin’s hit scored the Tigers’ 
'second run,-as Dean grinned. Green- 
berg’s wasted homer scored the third 
Tiger rally, as Dean grinned again. 
He was riding at the spot on too many 
high waves—and every fanatical soul 
of the 45,000 present knew the an- 
swer. 

When an infield chucks over three 
runs on five errors in three innings— 
all on simple plays—there can be no 
deep thrill left, no chance for a dra- 
matic spectacle. It must be drab— 
and this is what it was—drab and 
stale, in spite of its early fervor and 
its dramatic setting—the frenzy of 
the big crowd—the skill and gameness 
of Crowder—the skill and showman- 
ship of Dizzy Dean. 

But there was no contest left after 
the third inning—no competition to 
lift all those thousands to their feet 
or start their hearts drumming and 
beating with either hope or despair. 
It wasn’t a contest after the third in- 
ning. It was an Oklahoma cakewalk 
—a sage-brush canter, with the dry 
dust of southwestern trails thrown in 
Tiger faces.
